TENDERS. 

The Indian department is calling for tend- 
ers for the delivery of Indian supplies in the 
Northwest Territories for the year ending 
June 80th, 1892, tenders to be in Ottawa be 
fore noon of May 14th. Forms of tender 
and full particulars may be -obtained from 
the Indian offices in Ottawa, Winnipeg or 
Regina, The amount of supplies, required 
under thistender is very large and the vaiuce 
very great. In the interests of economy and 
good service it is advisable that the fullcst 
opportunity should be given to manufactur- 
ers and dealers who desire to compete. 
One of the meaus of securing desirable com- 
petition is by wide advertising. It is quite 
ususl to advertise in the locality in which 
the service is to be rendered, therefore the 
advertisement calling for these tenders 
appears in several of the Northwest 
papers. The BULLETIN is not one in which 
it appears. There are just three possivle 
reasons forthis. Hither the BULLETIN does 
not reach the menor firms who would be 
likely to tender; or the government does not 
want the fullest competition on these 
tenders; orit docs not wish to give this 
paper the amount of patronage comprised 
in the cost of the advertisement. 
As a matter of fact the BULLETIN docs reach 
a large number of the very men who are in 
the best possible position to tender, and to 
fill the contracts satisfactorily if awarded 
them. The tirst therefore is not the reason. 
The sec oud very well may be. The trials of 
last suminer show that cur governmentis not 
above that sort of thing. Thatin fact it is 
by such means as this that the sinews of war 
are acquired for the winning of election con- 
tests. If, however, it is the third, agit also 
well may be, for neither is our government 
above that sort of smallness, it may uot be 
out Of place to point out that this loss of 
Koverninent vatronage is a part of the price 
the BULLETIN has to pay for its independence

The province of Manitoba has been divided 
into seven electoral districts by the new Do- 
minion redistribution bill. Winnipeg remains 
as at present. Lisygar comprises the region 
from the Red River to the Turtle Mountain, 
along the boundary ; Brandon comprises the 
region south and west of Brandon; Mar. 
quette comprises the northwestern section of 
the province, from Minnedosa westward ; 
Macdonald comprises the territory surround. 
ing Portaye la Prairie, west to Carberry ; Sel- 
kirk comprises the territory west, northwest 
and northeast of Winnipeg ; Provenchercom- 
prises the territory east and southeast of Win- 
nipeg to the boundary line, chiefly on the east 
bank of the Red River, but inciuding some 
on the west bank. Under the redistribution 
bill the number of members of parliament is 
reduced from 216 to 213, 


The Qu’Appelle Vidette in dealing with the 
question of school grants says: “We confess, 
however, that we can searcely distinguish 
between payment by results and payment by 
requirements.” The difficulty with the Vi- 
dette appears to be partly that it docs not 
want to distinguish} nd partiv that it isunder 
the impression that aid to education is grant- 
ed asa matter of charity and not asa matter 
of public policy and of right. 

The trustees of the Roman Catholic separ- 
ate schools in Winnipeg sued the city to 
compel the collection and handing over to 
them of. the taxes due by Roman Catholics 
tu the separate schools. Judge Killam held 
that under the supreme court decision the 
city had no right to tax Roman Catholies 
for school purposes.

EDMONTON. 

Is splendidly situated on the North bank 
of the far famed Saskatchewan—-one of the 
most beautiful rivers in the world—It is 
piactically the head of steamboat naviga 
tion on the river and is the terminus of the 
Calgary & Edmonton branch of the C.P.R. 
It is the centre of the finest grain growing, 
stock raising and dairying dristrict in Ca- 
nada. It is the seat of the lumbering in- 
dustry on the Saskatchewan and is in the 
centre of and underlaid by the most exten- 
sive coal deposits in the known world.

The Dominion 
Lands, Timber and Registry offices for the 
district of Northern Alberta—nearly as 
large as the province of Manitoba—are 
located here. The supreme court holds sit- 
tings and the sheriff and clerk of the judi- 
cial district reside and have their offices 
here. The postoflice is a money ordei 
office. The government telegraph — line 
from Qu’Appelle and the C. P. R. telegraph 
line connect here. The town has an excel 
lent telephone service, and an_ efficient 
electric light service. The Imperial bank 
hasa branch here. There is a large grist 
and saw millat Edmonton, and two saw- 
mills operated up the river have their yards 
here. The best brick in the Northwest is 
made in Edmonton. There are four coal 
mines within the town limits. There are 
four churches and two large schools, public 
and separate, having an attendance of over 
150 pupils, —Populatiou is increasing rapid- 
ly and building operations are brisk, having 
never ceased since the completion of the 
railway in August 1891. The town was 
incorporated in Janurry 1892, and is. free 
from debt.

LAND SALE. 


The auction sale of C. P. R. lands in the 
Edmonton district on Tuesday afternoon 
and evening last in Field’s Hall was well 
attended although the number of eastern 
buyers was not as large as had been ex- 
pected. L. A. Hamilton, land commission- 
er of the C. P. R. managed the sale, and 
was assisted by Mr. Dowker, land examin- 
er. J. G. Fitzgerald of Calgary was the 
auctioneer, The land put up included the 
odd sections in all the townships arvund 
Edmonton, but owing to previous settle- 
ment and other causes there was none to 
offer in the toWrships immediately north 
and northeast of town. The bidding be- 
gan about two p. m.,was continued until 6, 
was resumed at 8, and was closed about 10 
pm. In, theearly part of the afternoon 
the bidding was most spirited, land south 
and east of the railway station being in 
most favor. Most of the land within five 
miles of the station went between $4 and 
$5 an acre, but some choice pieces went at 
$5.50 and $5.60, the latter being the high- 
est price realized. This was the only 
section in which there seemed to be any 
tendency to approach speculation. In 
other sections the purchases were chiefly 
by resident farmers. Southwest of the 
station $3.40 was the highest. North of 
the Sturgeon and in rear of St. Albert 
prices ranged about the same. The sale 
was conducted squarely throughout and 
was strictly without reserve, beyond the 
upset price. No larger parcel than 160 
acres was put up at once, so that residents 
desiring to purchase ©. P. R. lands had 
every opportunity of doing so. In all 
11,200 acres were sold, at an average price 
of about $4 anacre, or $45,000 in all. 
The lowest price was $3.10 and the highest 


$5.60. It was announced during the sale 
that another sale would be held in July.

SCHOOLS REPORT. 

The report of the board of education for 
the Northwest Territories, from September 
10th 1890 to September 2nd 1891, is to hand, 
It is a more buiky volume than any previous 
report, and contains information bearing 
upon the practical working of the schools 
and cost of the same, never before published, 
The report shows 210 public schools, 84 
Roman Catholic schools and 10 Roman Ca. 
tholic separate schools. There were 146 all 
year and 102 summer schools, Teachers 
holding provisional certificates were paid 
frou $20 to $50 a month ; holding third class 
certificates, from $25 to $86 a month; hold. 


iny second class certificates, from $32 to $75 | 


a month; bolding first class certificates, froin 
835 to $126 a nonth A report of each 
school inspected is given, in most cases show 
ing the amount of assessable property iu the 
district, the rate of assesswent and the 
amount of taxes collected, number of tays 
the schoul was open, number of pupils on 
roll, tewher’s stlary, subjects tausht, date 
of inspection and inspector’s report, For 
the first time since the schoul system ef the 
Northwest was organised, the public are in 
a position to judye of the actual working of 
the system on its financial side. The report 
shows the absolute necessity of taking the 
steps which have been taken to cqualize the 
aid granted according to the services to be 
rendered, As long as the proportion of the 
government aid was 60 per cent, or under, 
tnat, in itself, was a sutticient check on dis- 
tricls paying: salaries out of proportion to 
the services ren ered ; but when the propor- 
tion of government aid is over 50 per cemt, 
as at present, the check on disproportionate 
salaries is lessenedg accordingly; and it was 
evidently bigh tine for the government to 
step in with some system of equalizing the 
schoolfaid,
